By Seymour Topping 
Nanking, Tuesday, April 19 
(AP)—Communist troops one 
million strong were poised to-

No Room For Argument 


The prevailing opinjpn was that

places, left no room for argument. 


Government officials admitted pri- 
vately that, stripped of a few face- 
saving frills, the Red teitns were 
total surrender. They could see no 
prospect but amalgamation of Na- 
tionalist troops into the Communist 
army, creation of a so-called "coali- 
tion" government, and their own 
gradual but complete ouster from 
power.

Tang's men are believed sure to 
put up some kind of opposition to 
the Reds' Yangtze crossings, whether 
Nanking yields or not. They then 
are expected to fall back on Shang- 
hai, whence some would be shipped 
to Formosa and others would march 
south for a later stand. 


It is on the island of Formosa, 
where most of the Nationalist air 
force and most of its gold and silver 
now are located, that final National- 
ist resistance is anticipated.

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MISSISSIPPI PARKWAY SURVEY 
MAY BE APPROVED BY CONGRESS 


The Mississippi river national parkway, ]ong a dream 
of scenic beauty enthusiasts in Illinois and other states al- 
ong- the Father of Waters, has at last taken a step toward 
reality. The national hbuse has passed a bill appropriating 
$250,000 for a survey of the route. 


You needn't start oiling your jalopy in anticipation of 
a tour on the highway. In fact there is a good chance that 
you will never travel on it This is a big project which, if 
finally realized may take a generation to complete. 


Surveying of the 2,500-mile route (if the senate gives 
its approval to the survey) will in itself be a tremendous 
job. This stretch extends from Canada to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico and the plan is to establish a recreation strip and scenic 
highway along the entire route utilizing where possible 
highways already in existence. 


Since President Truman introduced a survey bill when 
he was a member of the senate, there is good reason to be 
lieve he will approve the survey if it receives final approv- 
al in congress. 


The idea of this scenic route goes back more than 25 
years. Before the First World War a trail was laid out by 
Truman Pierson, originator of the idea, Illinois has sup 
ported it through the Mississippi River Scenic Highway 
Association of Illinois. 


Some of the historic places in Illinois that would at- 
tract toifrists on the highway are the Palisades, the old 
Mormon city of Nauvoo, the fafiious Pilot Knob at Galena, 
the Illinois Ozarks, old Kaskaskia, Horseshoe lake, Black 
Hawk state park, the Rock Island arsenal and Fort Arm- 
strong. 


The Illinois legislature can assist in the enterprise by 
renewing the committee set up in the last session to help 
further the promotion work. 


This is a project whose cost need not disturb taxpay- 
ers at this time, for it is a good way off and it has defense 
value. With the national budget at its present size, certain- 
ly thig is no time for starting work on gigantic scenic enter- 
prises. But the economic situation will change and the 
highway will be recommended by practical considerations.

SUBSIDY AT WHAT LEVEL? 


(From The DesMoines Register) 


Without attempting to analyze Secretary Brannan's 
new farm program in detail at this time, a good case can 
be made for one portion of his proposals. This is the plan 
to support prices of perishable farm products by direct 
payments to farmers rather than through purchases in the 
market. 


There should be no mask covering this subsidy, and 
no shame on the part of farmers with regard to it. Since 
farmers always produce at full capacity there is even more 
moral basis, we should say, for subsidies to them in time of 
depression than to most other industries. 


We do not deny that direct subsidies can be abused. 
But it is less likely to be abused—because it is above the 
board. 


Secretary Brannan's proposals on the level of guar- 
antees seem, at first glance to be dangerously high, how- 
ever. The department of agriculture seems to be persuaded 
that a firm harness of production and marketing controls 
is necessary to go along with income support also. 


The Register believes strongly that anything which 
weakens the competitive vigor of agriculture would be 
damaging, not only to farmers but to our wholé econortiy. 
But we shall not pro-judge the Brannan program in this 
respect until we leárn moré about it.

And if he hadn't achieved 
happiness at least he had achieved 
rest. He had wondered what it would 
be like to have his spirit released 
"from the perpetual weight that is 
compounded of fear and death and 
dirt and noise and anguish." At last 
he knew. 


Few people knew what an incred- 
ible effort of body and mind it took 
for Ernie Pyle to do the job he did 
in war. He weighed only 113 pounds 
and he suffered from anemia. 


He wrote truly about himself: 
"Our soldiers still can hate, or 
glorify, or be glad, with true em- 
otion. For them death has a pang, 
and victory a sweet scent. But for 
me war has become a flat, black de- 
pression without highlights, a rev- 
ulsion of the mind and an exhaust- 
ion of the spirit." 


He wrote that eight months be- 
fore his death—but kept on going, 
growing lonelier by the day as his 
fame widened. 


When he died, millions of soldiers 
who never saw him felt a sense of 
personal grief, as people always do
